In 
Germany the United States note 
appeared in Sunday’s papers, and 
was received with mixed feel¬ 
ings, many of thd leading papers 
commenting therdon calmly and 
without bluster, tmr indicating 
that Germany could) not forego 
the greatest of her weapons a- 
gainst England. 

Indications since then are that 
powerful influences in German 
politics are opposed to any action 
by the Berlin Government which 
might lead to a severance of dip¬ 
lomatic relations with the United 
States. Socialists and the labour 
element are represented as being 
particularly averse to any such 
move.

Why Not Get The Scholars 
To Understand The Weeds? 

It has been estimated that the 
annual loss to Canada through 
the weed trouble amouts to mill¬ 
ions of dollars annually. Much is 
being done to cope with this state 
of affairs, but much more remains 
to be done. 

A splendid suggestion in regard 
to this was recently made to us, 
to be considered by the Agricul¬ 
tural Society. The suggestion 
is that the Society should offer, i 
at the annual exhibition, prizes to 
the school children for the best 
collection of weeds, each weed to 
be named by the youthful exhib¬ 
itor. The idea is to interest the 
children in weeds, the damage 
they do. and the methods of ex¬ 
termination. 

This method would certainly be 
a practical one, and one which 
would educate the boys and girls 
who ire to live on the farms in 
the future to a right understand¬ 
ing of the weed trouble. At pres¬ 
ent the general knowledge re¬ 
garding weeds is decidedly limit¬ 
ed, and on top of this there is a 
great deal of carelessness which 
only goes to aggravate the situ¬ 
ation.

POLISH WHEAT 
$1 PER POUND 

Exploited in West—Not Re¬ 
commended for Growing 
Anywhere in States 

The United States Department 
of Agriculture recently has been 
informed that Polish wheat is 
being offered for sale in Montana 
at the exorbitant price of $1 
per pound. Polish wheat is a 
variety more closely related to 
durum wheats than to the com 
mon wheats. The head is 3 to 6 
inches long and f to 3-4 of an 
inch wide, usually flexible in¬ 
stead of stiff. The chaff is very 
long, and thin and papery. The 
kernels are larger than those of 
durum wheat and about twice as 
long as those of ordinary varie¬ 
ties of common wheat. Like 
those of durum wheat, the ker¬ 
nels are finity and an amber col¬ 
or. . 

A few years ago this wheat 
was exploited in Idaho under the 
misleading name of ‘corn wheat.’ 
It has also been exploited at diff¬ 
erent times as “Jerusalem rye,” 
‘Giant rye,' etc. 

This wheat is grown toa slight 
extent in southeastern Europe, 
but never has been grown comm¬ 
ercially in the United States. It 
is carried in stock and sold as a 
novelty by most seedsmen. It has 
been tested by many experiment 
stations and has never been found 
to yield as good varieties of com¬ 
mon and duram wheat. From 
our present knowledge, it is not 
recommended for growing in the 
United States. 

Those offering the seed claim 
that it does very well on dry land 
under irrigation if not 
too much. They state 
that Polish farmers in Montana

PROVINCIAL HOUSE 
PROROGUED APRIL 19 


The Alberta legislature was 
prorogued at noon on April 19th, 
after a session lasting 54 days, 
during which 40 sittings were 
held, and 43 bills passed. 

The past session has been an 
interesting one from more than 
one standpoint Two of the 
outstanding billa are the act re¬ 
specting the sale of intoxicating 
liquors, being the act commonly 
know as the Prohibition act 
which comes into force in July, 
and the act respecting womens 
suffrage, which grants the wo¬ 
men of the province the use of 
the franchise on an equal foot¬ 
ing with the male voters. These 
two acts in themselves stand out 
as marketing an important step 
in democratic legislation. Ano¬ 
ther act of interest was the one 
providing for the taxation of 
theatres. 

As well as the work of legisla¬ 
tion, there was also sensation, 
for Dr. Stanley, conservative 
member for High River, brought 
up certain indefinite charges 
against government offcials, and

Interesting Report Just Issued by the 
Commission of Conservation 
Accord log lo pros* reports. Sweden 
proposes to cut off the export of chem- 
leal pulp to Great Britain.

Tha commission of conservation haa 
Just issued a report on “Portal Pro¬ 
tection In Canada, 1913-1914,“ which 
la of particular interest In this con* 
ue< tion. it contains much Informa¬ 
tion respecting tha work of the pro* 
vlnclal forest aervires and of the fed¬ 
eral departments intrusted with tha 
care of our forests 
Forest fire protection la assuming a 
farga place in public attention. ,11 la 
obvious that. If Canada la to contlnua 
as a wood producing country, aha 
must conserve her resources of this 
natural product The report treats 
exhaustively of Lhs lira protection of 
forest lands along railway rights or 
way. Through co-operative actios, 
great headway baa been made In ae 
curing the reduction of forest losses 
through Area traceable lo railway 
causes 

The forests of British Columbia is* 
Ion Domnnlon land* lo lb* wcat have 
been dealt with in reports containing 
1 the results of special studio* conduct¬ 
ed by Dr. C. I).

I larlo. lias alio received especial at 
1 tention. tn a report of an Investiga¬ 
tion by Dr. C D How* In tha town¬ 
ship* of Burleigh and Methuen.

’ So It was in a recent ‘ciittlac 
out’ raid, when a party of them, all 
volunteers, vent out un* night with 
the astounding inteutlon of gsttlng 
through Mis barbed sir* outside ono 
of thu strongest German poslitofi*. 
For u small pari., to get back again 
from a trench full of Germans and 
mat bine guns la not so easy as es¬ 
caping from a jungle of man eating 
tigers, and was not considered part 
of the programme of war before the 
j Canadians gave their exhibition it 
won so meeqpnful that General Joffro 
has circulated an account of the 
Canadians’ exploits as a model to 
the French Army. After taking 
some prisoners and killing about "0 
men. they came horn* again with 
onlv two casualties, one caused by 
Occident. To men who know the 
• mentions of trench Varfare this 
exploit still seems fantastic and 
incredible It was possible on’y be 
cause these Canadians bad made 
running of more Importance than 
courage Itself, and had adapted old 
lessons of Bed Indian w ar fere to 
then* new conditions of modern 
fighting

Russian Capital 

Are From Regions Invaded by Gse- 
mane or Exposed to Attack 

The Petrogrod correspondent of tha 
Morning Chronicle t*Ua of preaent 
conditions la the Interior of Russia. 
After describing bis Journey through 
a large district from Petrogrtd and 
the new spirit of thoroughness that 
has arisen among lip* various officials 
with whom a traveller yomes la con 
tact, as well as the military authori¬ 
ties. the correspondent turns lo Ihe 
refugee problem. 

"There are said to ba, on reliable 
authority, some 600,000 refugee* In 
Petrograd, which number does not, of 
course. Include the German and -Aus¬ 
trian subjects, wbo. in the first montlia 
of the war, from their bomes In ths 
Baltic provinces and along tbs Kusso- 
Gcrrnan frontier., were sent to points 
la the Interior of Russia. The present 
refugees are Russian subjects, who 
ware Bring la ths regions Invaded last 
autumn by tut Germans, or tn places 
■o exposed to attack that ths Russian 
authorities ordered them to leave for 
the sake of safety. 

"The great majority of the fugitives 
fled, naturally, to Moscow aud lVlro- 
gfad and other large t itles, where Ihey 
• ould feel falily safe, and every hotel, 
lodging or L Me is full to 

overflowing and .tropic are sleeping In 
bathrooms, even in the large Petrq- 
grad hotels. Private famlllra have 
opened . thetr doors to their relatives 
and friends with the usual boundless 
Russian hospitality, aud have cheer 
fully inconvenienced themselres for 
months " 

Germany’s ‘New’ Submarine Campaign 

The practical results of the Go 
man memorandum will, we Imagine, 
be almost nothing, for the simple 
reason that Germany haa long since 
fulfilled, wherever aud whenever she 
has had the gfcttMB, the wars* pf the 
threats which she now puts Into 
words. She has been sinking allied 
merchantmen at alglit for the last 
year, and linen since lost May. If 
not before Hho haa not troubled 
herself to visit *hem or even to sum 
tnon them, or showed the slightest 
concern as to whether they carried 
neutral* or not. She has dlapia><<1 
crest Industry In Inventing excuses 
afterwards, but they have been false 
and stupid excuse* which have quite 
failed to deceive * those idiotic Ypn 
k**s." She cannot do worse than 
stiff Ins habitually done, and It lias 
been clear to all who have studied 
her methods In Belgium. Poland and 
Serbia that nothing but fear will 
induce her to do better. She will go 
mu demons*rating to a not Inattentlvs 
world that kind of freedom the seas 
would enjoy did she manage to 
“grasp the trident “ We shall go on 
asserting our lawful rights, and de¬ 
veloping the recognised principles of 
humanity and of international law 
so as to adapt them to new condi¬ 
tions —I .ondon Time*.
